1 . (currently amended) A data processing method comprising steps of: 

generating a second database as a duplicate of a first database allowing 
access from a program and after completion of the generation, switching a program 
access allowance from the first database to the second database; 

after switching the program access allowance, storing a history of a 
processing of the program to the second database as a processing history and 
a ll owing a predetormin e d i nput/output accoc c to executing reorganization of t he first 
database in parallel with the storing, the processing history being stored during the 
execution of th e I nput/output aeees e reorganization : 

updating the first database based on the processing history stored during the 
i nput/output a cc e ss reorganization : and 

upon completion of the updating of the first database according to the 
processing history stored, switching the program access allowance from the second 
database to the first database. 



2. (currently amended) A data processing device comprising: 

means for generating a second database as a duplicate of a first database 

allowing access from a program; 

means for switching a program access allowance from the first database to 

the second database after completion of the generation; 
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means for storing a history of a processing of the program to the second 
database as a processing history and a ll owing a prod e term i nod input/output aeo ess 
to- executing reorganization of the first database in parallel with the storing after 
switching the program access allowance, the processing history being stored during 
the execution of the input/output acco ss reorganization : 

means for updating the first database based on the processing history stored 



means for switching the program access allowance from the second database 
to the first database upon completion of the updating of the first database according 
to the processing history stored.

22. (currently amended) A computer-readable medium storing a data 
processing program comprising codes, wherein the program^ when executed on a 
data processing devic e, causes caus i ng the data processing device to perforrna 
method comprising the steps of : 

generating a second database as a duplicate of a first database allowing 
access from a program and after completion of the generation, switching a program 
access allowance from the first database to the second database; 

after switching the program access allowance, storing a history of a 
processing of the program to the second database as a processing history and 
a l lowing a pre d et e rm i ned i nput/output access to executing reorganization of t he first 
database in parallel with the storing, the processing history being stored during the 
execution of th e i nput/output acc e s s reorganization : 
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updating the first database based on the processing history stored during the 
in put/output aoooo o reorganization : and 

upon completion of the updating of the first database according to the 
processing history stored, switching the program access allowance from the second 
database to the first database. 

23. (currently amended) A data processing method according to claim 1 , 
further comprising the steps of: 

determining whethe r tho i nput/output access to the first database In a replica 
operation mode is allowed for the program seeking the i nput/output access; and 

if it Is determined tha t input/out put access to the first database in a replica 
operation mode is allowed for said program, executing said input/output access to 
the first database In parallel with the storing, but If it is determined that Input/output 
access to the first database In a replica operation is not allowed for said program, 
causing an error and disabling access to the first database; 

wherein the replica operation mode is a mode in which program access 
allowance has been switched from the first database to the second database; 
| wherein said step of determining whethe r - th e input/output access to the first 

database in a replica operation mode is allowed includes a step of reading an access 
| allowance flag from a table using the name of the program seeking tho input/output 
access as a key; and 

wherein the access allowance flag indicates whether tho input/output access 
to the first database is allowed for the program seeking the-l nput/output access. 
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24. (currently amended) A data processing device according to claim 2, 
further comprising: 

means for determining whetheM h e input/output access to the first database in 
a replica operation mode is allowed for the program seeking th e i nput/output access; 

means, if it is determined tha t input/output access to the first database in a 
replica operation mode is allowed for said program, for executing said input/output 
access to the first database in parallel with the storing; and 

means, if it is determined tha t input/output access to the first database in a 
replica operation is not allowed for said program, for causing an error and disabling 
access to the first database; 

wherein the replica operation mode is a mode in which program access 
allowance has been switched from the first database to the second database; 

wherein said means for determining whethe r tho I nput/output access to the 
first database in a replica operation mode Is allowed includes means for reading an 
access allowance flag from a table using the name of the program seeking the 
i nput/output access as a key; and 

wherein the access allowance flag indicates whethe r th e input/output access 
to the first database is allowed for the program seeking the i nput/output access. ' 

25. (currently amended) A d a ta proc e ss i ng program computer-readable 
medium according to claim 22, wherein the program^ when executed on a data 
processing device^ causes the data processing device to further perform: 

determining whethe r th e input/output access to the first database In a replica 
operation mode is allowed for the program seeking the input/output access; and 
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if it is determined tha t i nput/output access to the first database in a replica 
operation mode is allowed for said program, executing said- input/output access to 
the first database in parallel with the storing, but if it is determined that-input/output 
access to the first database in a replica operation is not allowed for said program, 
causing an error and disabling access to the first database; 

wherein the replica operation mode is a mode in which program access 
allowance has been switched from the first database to the second database; 

wherein said step of determining whethe r -the input/outp u t access to the first 
database in a replica operation mode is allowed includes a step of reading an access 
| allowance flag from a table using the name of the program seeking the input/output 
access as a key; and 

wherein the access allowance flag indicates whether-the input/output access 
to the first database is allowed for the program seeking the Input/output access. 
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
